vasion,*and this view, supported by so 
distinguished an autlioiily as .'-Jir Cxn- 
SET Wol.sd:i-F.v, would naturallv carry 
weight to many niindd. iJut tlicro i,s 
aJFr^nbh ^idc also, to the military que.'^- 
(iih^a^d i^infty bfe' worth' wbilef says 
the Times, recalling that Xai'Oi.i:o.n 
III; and M. Tiiikr.s liolli thought thai 
France had a great deal more (n fear 
on this head than England. 'I'ho inn 
nel Kctctnc was exhaustively discussed 
at the Tuilleriesono evening in the win 
ter of p£,1869.7p, ,.4'ho -Jiinprp^s 
OECSIB -Had just retitrhed from" ■ thn i n 
anguration of the fine/. Canal, and, 
having descanted with enlhu.sia.-.in ow 
this great engineering wnik, llci' .Ma 
iesty led tho conver.satioii on lo ihe 
subject of engineering triumph.s in grn 
eral, whence arose tho question a.s lo 
whether Kngland and Franco wouki 
ever be joined by a tunnel or .several 
tunnels ? Among those svho tool; pari 
in the conver.'^ation were, M. Ih-.m v\ 
DK.LlXt'Y.s, who had formerly been inin 
ister for forcigTi atVair^; Mar.-lial Wwi. 
L.v.NT, miidster of the Kmpi-rur s house 
hdld, one of the mo,:t eminent of i''rench 
engineering; ollin rs; General Fkossai!i., 
the Prince Iniperial's tutor; and M. 
CoNTi; Ihe ]CMi]ieror's secretary. Tlip 
VGcial con.sequencf-i of the tunnel wi're 
first touched upon, and it was agreeil 
that the nnmher of Knglish visitors to 
Paris would be, enornioualy increased, 
wh'ereaa i^'was doubtful whether there 
'woul'd be any corresponding augmenta 
tion of French passengers to London, 
an'dwhen these views had been put 
forth, half in jest, .\Iarsiml \' Aii,i..^v'r 
suddenly remarked, "The tunnel woidd 
convert England into a Continental 
power,, and that wouhl make a great 
d.iflerence in European polities." " I 
have just been thinking of that,' said 
the Emperor, who had hardly spoken 
till then. "Tho English hesitate 
long about allowing a tunnel lo he 
built, for fear lest v,i: should invade 
them, but if a first tunnel I"- made and 
succeeds, a second and a (liird will 
quickly Ije constructed, and then the 
English alliance would bring u.sat nnce 
new possibilities and .soimh new d;ui- 
ger.s. If we went to war, iiaviug the 
English for our allic:;, Ihey -.vould send 
their troopr; over through the tunneln, 
and wo might have a large army on 
our shores in a few hours; but if the 
Britjsti Government subsequently dis- 

'agrcedi with' us as to tlie conduct of the 
war or the time for concluding; n-'ace, 
what would our position I'C tlien (" 
(Jcnf'ral Frossard remarked that be 
tore intrusting her troops to the tun- 
nels luigland would probably stipulate 
that tho French ends of them should 
bo confided wholly to her charge in or- 
der that tho rotreat of her soldiers 
, hould be amply secured. "No doubt 
she v/oulfi," answered the Euiperor, 
"aud under circumstance,, we might 
deem tho English alliance worth obtain 
ing.at^any price; Init in that case Eng- 
land wJould have tho absolute control 
of any war we undertook with her.'' 
.\,fter this ihe conversation took a 
semi-serious turn, i\r. Dnoi-yy ni; 
f/Hi'vs debating with M. Co-Nti as tn 
the probabilities of l^Il^dand "nfing 
ilrawn by the tunnel or tunnels into 
more active and frequent interference 
with continental politics. M. Dnoi vs" 
UF. Lncys, svho knew liugland well, 
doubted whether Britisii policy 
would bo much changed; though he 
admitted that any suspicion of warlike 
designs on the part of ^'rancc might 
lead to panif's, under ihe influer.ce of 
which Englanil would greatly increase 
her military effective. "But," he adde.l, 
•'we should .^on feel it necessary to 
^hapc onr own polie\ o a.^ to give our 
neighbor no ,'ilai'in, /...■, ,/firr pnif^ 
ihviendrait'fU obimh'jni nl i<vH<htr'u'i'. 
There would be so niany coniinereial in- 
terests connecting iis th.at hoih nations 
vrould view with horror any danger of 
a breach; besides as we should have 

^.^tbeicertainty of England's support in 
dhy waT'that was forced upon us, our 
security would be much greater; there 
w'ould bo less disposition on ihe jiail 
of any foreign power to attack us and 
tho peace of Europe would lie firmly 
guaranteed." ^1. Conti being a ( 'or- 
iican and knowing possibly little aljout 
England, took quite a different view of 
the case. His imagination was lired at 
■{he;idea that if a tunnel were construc- 
ted between France and England :i sec- 
ond would speedily bo matlc between 
England and Belgium. "If engineer- 
ing difficulties can be overcome and the 
tunnel becomes merely a question of 
ponnds sterling England will not hesi 
tate. She will Gnd that hor interests 
demand that she should have a footing 
in Belgium; then Belgium will become 
a British province." The Emperoi' pro- 
bably thought that the discussion had 
gone far enough, for he closed it good- 
bumoredly by remarking that the tun- 
nel was not built yet, and was not likely 
to bo built during the life time of any 
person there present. Neverthelesa a 
few day.s "after ward.<3 ho asked ^I. Cleji- 
i,>fT DuvuitKOis, editor of the Onh-i' 
and a member of the Corps Legislatif, 
to draw up ft memoir on the p6Ulical 
possibilities inwlvcd in'the creation of 
a.obannel tunnel. M. DnvERNOis hail 
assisted his Majesty in the compilation 



of the "Life of C':esar'' and in the pre- 
paration of \arious iiolitioal pamphlcla 
issued anonymously. He was a spright- 
ly, ingenious writer, very quick' at see- 
ing all the points of a question and the 
Emperor placed .some reliance on his 
judgment. DrvKUNOis never found 
time to write lli memoir, for the many 
important evem - of tho year 1S70 en- 
grossed all his attention and energies; 
but in courso of a conversation which 
he had with Nai'OI,i:on III. ai the time 
of the Pkbiiidfe the channel tunnel was 
alluded to and the iMnperor said ; — "It 
quite impossible to forecast what 
would be the consequences of such a 
work; they might be inimen.se, but if I 
had it in my power tomake tho tunnel I 
.should not hesitate about doing it, fori 
think the result would be beneficial to 
both eountrie.s." ]M, TiiiKP.s was by no 
means so .sanguine. I'o begin with he 
did not believe in the feasil)i!ily of the 
si henie. In his younger days lie had 
prcilicted that railways would never 
succeed in Franco, -jind^ invhis old age 
there remained so* mnclr of bourgeois 
cepticism in liis nature that he took a 
mocking view of all project.s of a mar- 
vellous character. Howevor.onp day at 
\'ersailles, wbilo he was prc.^iilentof thq 
republic, tlie channel Uiiinol was spok- 
en of by some deputies who were break- 
fasting with him and if. Tkis.serkxch 
nr. Hour, s\lio was ininistpr of public 
works, asked him whether he thought 
Krancc would derive nuich benefit from 
such a work. .M. TiiiKits rose from his 
.scat and began to pace up and down 
ihe room, talking rapidly and with 
much gesticulation, as was lii.i custom 
when his mind was reflecting intently. 
".Supposing the tunnel had e.\'istcd in 
lB7tX"b'^ said, "cio you know what 
would ha\ e ]ia|)pened I'jigiand wouhl 
not have nio\'i>d a soldier lo 
liidp u.s; liut at viie turning point of 
llie war she wouhl have ste|ipeti in and 
i laimcd Calais as herprice cither for as 
listing us or the Gei'innns. .Somehosv 
she would iiave got ('alais. When a 
cbanriei tiinn(d is l.uill Mngland will 
want a l''rencli IJibrallar, Ilei' peonle 
will be unaninjoiis on that point. They 
will wait for their opportunity patient 
ly.as they alwayHdo when the interests 
of their country are seriously involved, 
and at the right time they will swoop 
down on their prey with all their 
might, Tlie strength of England is hot' 
insular [losition; she knows it, and 
from Ihe day when she gets coiineclpd 
with the contineiu-— if such a thing 
should e\er happen — she will feel no 
safety until she has both ends of the 
tunnel in hor keeping." One of" tho 
deputies doubling whetiier -M,. TiiiKUs 
was speaking his sober thoughts or 
mi'rely emitting ono of thosf 
|iaradoxes by which he deliebted to 
evince his far-sightedness, observed 
that England would hardly think it 
worth while to incur the permanent 
hostility of France by .seizing upon 
one of her towns at a moment wlien 
she lay prostrate. "Soon or late, tiie 
whole of France would rise to revenge 
the illront," .said his deputy, "and 
meantime the , po.s.session of tJalais 
would be like holding a hornet's nost," 
"Has the whol(> of .Spain risen to re- 
take Gibraltar /" asked M. TiriKlts.with 
ft shrug, "We should have to do like 
tho Spaniards, and submit to what, was 
irremediable, .-ks to liornetR' nests, 
tiermany has just taken .Strasburg ami 
Met/ from Us: we musC think of that, 
and think, too, of our unfortunate jio 
litical divisions and revolutions, which 
throw us into periodical fits during 
which we are helpless. Let another 
Commune como, and who knows what 
di.sgrace may befal us ? We may be 
sure of this much, that if wo allow 
England to acquire a strong interest in 
the posses.sion of one of our town.s, w e 
sh.all have to mend our manners en- 
tirely in order to baulk her ambition. 
If she once got settled on oiir shores, 
centuries might pass before wo could 
drive her out." Notwithstanding that 
in the above alarmist words ]\1. Tnii:i;,-< 
seemed to express an emjihatic aversion 
from the Channel Tunnel .scheme, he 
appears to have offered no op|)osition 
to it in an ofllcial capacity. Heing of 
variable mood, he may have recon 
sidered bis opinions, or have thought 
that it was useless to tako up a lirm 
stand against a project which looked 
then only like an engineer's dream. 
But, in any case, M. TinER.s' ideas 
and those of Napolkon HI. about the 
tunnel may deserve to be put on record 
as showing that sinister prognostica- 
tions have been made about this enter- 
prise from the J'ronoh military point 
of view as well as the English. The 
opinions of the two eminent h'rench 
rulers, whether considered in a .serious 
light or regarded^as baseless fancies, 
may contriimie something towards that 
array of facts anil speculations upon 
which the JMiglish public will have to 
form their jadgment aliout a scheme 
which has now certainly emerged from 
the phase of dreaming.
